Fickle tactics on the part of the 
John Abbott College Administra- 
tion during contract negotiations 
with the Macdonald Student 
Society concerning the use of the 
Centennial Centre has resulted in 
a partial lockout of the JAC 
students. Special privileges in the 
C.C. are no longer extended 
towards the JAC students and 
they are no longer admitted into 
the lounge or the Bar Disco. In 
addition a complete ban on all 
JAC rental reservations in the 
C.C. has been implemented. 

This turn of events comes about 
after preliminary contract nego- 
tiations between the JAC admin- 
istration and the Mac Student's 
Council reached an impass. The 
JAC party initially offered a 
contract worth $5,000.00 for the 
use of the C.C. Student's Council 
countered this offer with a 
demand of $25,000.00. This was 
soon followed by a letter from 
Keith Cassidy, JAC comptroller 
representing the JAC Adminis- 
tration Group, clearly stating that 
the Mac contract proposal was 
totally unacceptable. Council then 
immediately forwarded letters to 
Mr. Bruce McAusland (Director 
General, JAC), Mr. Keith Cas- 
sidy (Comptroller), Mr. Glen 
Ruiter (SUJAC Trustee) and Mr. 
Jean-Paul Bourgon (Physical 
Facilities) informing them that all 
rental reservations for the weeks 
of September 22 would be 
cancelled. . 

HMnin i strafflflfJTfpon 
receipt of this letter promptly 
jumped the bandwagon and 
contacted Dean Blackwood con- 
cerning the cancellation of the 
Community Awareness Days and 
the Blood Drive. The Dean then 
got in touch with Grant McLean, 
President of the Mac Student's 
Council, and relayed the JAC's 
concern. However, at the wishes 
of the Student Council, he 
decided to curtail any further 
involvement in the matter. 
Council let it rest, preferring to 
let the JAC Group make the next 
move. They didn't have to wait

Although 
this may sound like a lot, the plan 
has a wide range of coverage and 
it is a lot better than paying 
through the nose should you have 
an accident.

An appeal group, consisting of 
Keith Cassidy, Glen Ruiter , 
Phyllis Blaukopf, and Dave Muir 
approached Council and agreed to 
reopen contract negotiations in 
the hope of reversing Council's 
earlier decision to cancel all 
reservations for JAC activities. 
Council then held an Emergency 
Executive meeting and decided to 
allow only the Blood Drive to 
continue as scheduled, for hum- 
anitarian reasons, and a letter to 
this effect was forwarded to 
members of the appeal group. 
However, after a council meeting 
Tuesday night, at which Mrs. 
Barbara Ford, in charge of the 
Community Awareness Days and 
Blood Drive, appealed Council's 
decision, this policy was rectified 
to allow the full event to be staged 
as planned, with the stipulation 
that JAC participation for the 
publicity and recruiting purposes 
be completely eliminated. This 
decision was in no way affected 
by an earlier threat on the part of 
a JAC lawyer that injunction 
proceedings against the Mac- 
donald Student Society would be 
filed in order to allow the 
Community Awareness Days to 
be staged. 

Due to the contemptible and 
capricious methods used by the 
JAC administration throughout 
the contract negotiations, Council 
decided that the partial lockout of 
JACstudents, as well as a ban on 
rental reservations involving 
JAC activities would be in effect 
until such time as a suitable 
contract is signed. 

A strong show of solidarity on 
the part of the Macdonald 
Students at this time could go a 
long way to effectively reclaiming 
a building for which they pay 
$21.71 each year. Mac students 
have been complaining for a long 
time that they are a minority in 
the Centennial Centre. This is 
their chance to prove otherwise 
by coming back to the C.C.

The University of British 
Columbia in Vancouver, British 
Columbia, was the host for the 
fourth annual conference of the 
International Agricultural Stu- 
dents Association of the Americas 
(IASAA). IAS A A is an organiza- 
tion of agricultural students from 
all across North America. 

The purpose of IASAA is to 
encourage ideas among colleges 
and universities; to promote 
understanding, education, and 
research in agriculture; to pro- 
mote cooperation with national 
and international bodies with 
mutual interests in agriculture. 

Of the 98 delegates attending 



the conference this year, 22 
different universities from Can- 
ada and the United States were 
represented. Two special guests 
from Denmark were also in 
attendance. 

Each delegate at the confer- 
ence gained a great deal of 
insight into the agriculture of 
other regions of North America 
through in-depth personal con- 
tact. 

The conference included tours 
of British Columbian agricultural 
enterprises and lectures and 
discussions on the theme, "Allo- 
cation and Utilization of Land". 

On the final day of the 



conference, the group resolved 
that steps should be taken toward 
legislation in land designation. 
The group also resolved that 
cooperation and communication 
be encouraged within agriculture 
and also between agriculture and 
the rest of the society. 

President-elect Lyle Stewart 
adjourned the proceedings by 
reminding the group that next 
year's conference will be held at 
the University of Wisconsin at 
Madison, Wisconsin, from Aug- 
ust 15-21. For further information

Campus police enforced? 



Due to ever increasing prob- 
lems in security, (especially in the 
area of parking) and the lack of 
supervision at many of the college 
activities, I and a number of 
senior Macdonald students be- 
lieve that the establishment of a 
Campus Police Force would 
greatly ameliorate this situation. 

The proposed force would be 
run by the students and would be 
directly responsible to the college 
administration, somewhat similar 
to that in effect at NSAC, which 
has proven to be successful to 
date. 

Its main objectives would be to: 

1. regulate parking including 
the distribution of tickets and 
fines for violations. 

2. supervise college activities 
(upon request). 

3. provide a general patrol of 
the campus. 

4. control illegal soliciting by 
organizations. 



5. all C.P.F. are to wear an 
identifying jacket when on duty. 

6. this is a paying position - rate 
is $2.60 an hour. 

I have been so far unsuccessful 
in establishing such a force at 
MAC since its rejection by the 
outgoing student council in April 
1975. I have been in contact with 
Dean Blackwood and to date he 
has been cooperative. But while 
sanctioning the project, he has 
simultaneously succeeded in 
being noncommital. 

Last year about 100 new 
parking spaces were created, but 
due to the lack of distribution of 
parking permits, no control was 
made of the number of cars which 
were allowed on the campus 
parking grounds. Therefore, this 
year the C.P.F. would issue 
parking permits at a slight fee in 
order to try and control the 
number of cars. 

Upon closing this letter, I ask 



all concerned Macdonald stu- 
dents for their support so that we 
can establish some form of 
regulating organization. This 
would hopeiully eliminate the 
chaos which existed last year and 
is bound to reoccur this year if 
preventative measures are not 
taken now. That is, of course, if 
we are not all too busy to care.

Faculty apathy may 
force cancellation 
of Fall Royal 

This year, the Macdonald 
College Royal is supposed to be 
held October 17, 18, 19. However, 
owing to the prolonged apathy 
towards the Royal exhibited by 
the Faculty and Administration of 
Macdonald College, disgruntled 
and disillusioned Mac students 
are ready to throw in the towel as 
far as the Royal is concerned. 

It is simply appalling that the 
Faculty and Administration take 
so little interest in an event which 
plays a major role in ensuring the 
well-being of the entire Macdon- 
ald community. While the Faculty 
and Administration of other 
universities go out of their way to 
support their Open House, the 
hierarchy of Macdonald College 
stand idly by, unco-operative with 
efforts by the Student Society to 
prevent an extravaganza from 
which they stand to benefit the 
most. 

Instead, the Student Society 
must deal with a hierarchy that 
reverses an earlier decision to 
cancel classes for a Friday 
afternoon, preventing Mac stu- 
dents from enjoying or participat- 
ing in many activities of the 
Royal. They have also refused the 
provision of funds for transporta- 
tion and publicity for the Royal. In 
addition, a majority of the Faculty 
have declined to offer any 
substantial assistance to students 
willing to present displays, let 
alone getting involved them- 
selves. If the students can find 
the time and energy to get 
involved, why can't faculty? 

At a time of increasing public 
concern towards Agriculture, and 
projected decreasing student 
enrollment, it is imperative that a 
competitive College utilizes all 
the resources at its disposal in 
order to sustain public awareness 
and to attract potential students. 
However, it has become painfully 
apparent over the last few years 
that the Macdonald Student 
Society has had to assume this 
responsibility. Although many 
conscientious students have 
managed to present a respectable 
College Royal throughout, there 
is little doubt that with consider- 
ably more co-operation and 
assistance on the part of Faculty 
and Administration, Macdonald 
College could put on a truly 
impressive Open House of which 
we can all be proud, as well as 
strengthening the position of the 
College as a whole.
